Midwest Independent Transmission System Operator, Inc. (“Midwest ISO”)
moves pursuant to 807 KAR 5:001, Section 3(8) for full intervention in the above-
captioned proceeding. In support of its motion, Midwest ISO states as follows:

1. The Midwest ISO is a non-stock, not-for-profit corporation organized
pursuant to the laws of the State of Delaware, with a postal address of 701 City Center
Drive, Carmel, IN 46032.

2. Among the Transmission Owner-Members of the Midwest ISO is LG&E
Energy (now known as E.ON U.S.) for Louisville Gas and Electric Company (“LG&E”)
and Kentucky Utilities Company (“KU").

3. LG&E and KU initiated this proceeding with a joint application for an
order authorizing them to transfer functional control of their facilities from the Midwest
ISO for the purpose of withdrawing from membership in the Midwest ISO and
transferring control to other entities.

4. By Order dated August 22, 2003, the Midwest ISO was granted full
intervention in a related proceeding, Case No. 2003-00266, Investigation into the
Membership of Louisville Gas and Electric Company and Kentucky Utilities Company

in the Midwest Independent Transmission System Operator, Inc.



5. The Midwest ISO has a special interest in this proceeding, distinct from
that of its members, which is not otherwise adequately represented. Furthermore, the
Midwest ISO is likely to present issues and develop facts that will assist the
Commission in fully considering this matter without unduly complicating, disrupting,
or delaying the proceedings.
